Metamorphosis or Plants.

Curious as the doctrines of metamorpho¬
sis may appear, they are founded on physi¬
ological principles which we can discover
and appreciate. There is nothing surpass¬
ing bclief'in the statement that a stamen is
only a leaf transformed and modified to ex¬

ecute a special purpose; nothing incredible
m the fact of a leaf composed of cellular tis¬
sue being increased by proper treatment
from a square inch to a square foot in di¬
mension ; but there is something incredible
something beyond all our ordinary concep¬
tions of the uniformity of Nature's workings,
in the statement that one plant can be trans¬
muted into another; that, for example,
parley may bc^ converted into oats, or oats
into rye; yet is this doctrine aflirmed upon
evidence of certain carefully-conducted ex¬

periments.
From the many statements that have been

published respecting this curious subject,
we select that of Dr. Weissenborn. He
states: "With reference to the transforma¬
tion of oats into rye, this remarkable phe¬
nomenon has not only been verified by new
experiments, but we have caused beds to
be sown with oats, In order that we mav be
able to couvince disbelievers, by producing
rye-stalks which have sprung from the
crown, that shows the withered leaves of
the oat-plant of the previous year. I re¬

peat that this transformation does take
place if oats are sown very late
(about mid-summer), and cut Iwice as

green fodder before shooting into ear.
the consequence of which is that a consid¬
erable number of oat-plants do not die
in the winter, but arc changed in the
following spring into rye, forming stalks
that cannot be known from rlrose of
the finest rye. We must expect that this
fact will be considered by some as a mere
assertion, and that there are others still in
doubt about it. Let any one sow oats during
the latter end of June," cut them twice for
fodder before shooting into ear, and the
transformation in question will certainly
take placc. The time of sowing the oats
did not formerly appear of parawount im¬
portance, nor was it believed that it would
make any difference whether the oats were
cut more than twice; in consequence of
which a few experiments have failed.
Xow, however, we must conclude that if
the transformation occasionally takes place
with oats sown too early, that is merely an

accident, depending on a peculiar state of
the weather or other casualties, whereas
the result is certain if the outs are
sown toward the end of June. If the
soil is too dry about th'at time,
one of the reporters on the subject
to the Agricultural Society of Coburg con¬
cludes, from an experiment he made, that
one watering, so as to enuble the oats to ger¬
minate, may be recommended; although
if this is done repeatedly the high tempera¬
ture of the season will cause the plants to
grow so luxuriantly as to require cutting
three time3 to prevent them from forming
their ear, whereby the object would be
wholly or partially lost. If, however,-
among those who doubt the fact there be
found people who pity us because we trust
more to actual experiment than to theory,
we should almost feel tempted to pity those
theorists whose self-sufficiency has prevent¬
ed them from thoroughly investigating an

important phenomenon which was noticed
many years ago. Nor can we commend the
discernment or those who are unable
to discover in the plants in question
both the preceding year's dry stubble and
leaves of the oats and the fresh stalks
and leaves of the rye, which latter form
in May upon the.crown of the oat-plant
and produce tine winter rve. The Society (of
Coburg) takes credit to itself for persever¬
ance in having struggled against an opin¬
ion of the public for several years in order
to establish a fact which no physiologist
would believe, because people are always
apt to confound the laws of nature with
those of their systems."
The common laith of naturalists is that

what they call species is immutable; in
other words, that an animal or plant will
give birth to others oi#y of its own species.
But what is species? Are we so familiar
with Nature's secrets as to determine abso¬
lutely what are species and what varieties?
The advocates for transmutation in plants
do not expect that a cow will ever give
birth to a horse, or that an oak will spring
from the seed of an apple. . They merely
affirm that many plants now regarded as

distinct species, or even genera, may be
made, under certain conditions, to assume
the characteristics of each other; and they
point to the transmutation of oats into rye,
both belonging to the same natural order of
Graminae, as evidence of their assertion..

CITY POLITICS.

Views of Prospective Councilmen on

Important Paints.

SnALL THE PUBLIC SCHOOLS BE KEPT
UP ?.THE QUESTION OF STREET IMPROVE¬
MENTS AND THE REIMBURSEMENT OF
PERSONS WHOSE PROPERTY IS INJURED
BY ALTERATIONS IN GRADES.HIE GAS
QUESTION-SHALL CONSUMERS BE MADE
TO BEAR THE BURDEN OF LIGHTING THE
STREETS AND PUBLIC BUILDINGS.

On tbe 7th of May the Conservative vo¬
ters of Richmond will be called upon to
nominate members of tbe City Council.
On important points now receiving atten¬
tion it is well for the views of gentlemen
mentioned as candidates to be known. It
will be of benefit to them, inasmuch as it
will attract to tbeir support all who wish
such views to prevail ; it will drive away
from them only those who would have voted
for them under misapprehension. Tt will
save tbero, too, much of the trouble of a

personal canvass, and, what is more, be of
value to tbe public in determining, to some
extent, who are suitable" men to represent
the wishes of the people in the City Coun¬
cil. ' ^ -v -

A representative of this paper on yester¬
day asked a number of gentlemen* tbeir
views : 1st, as to the school questiou ; 2d, j
as to the matter of street improvements and
changes of grade ; and 3d, as to charging
consumers of gas for the gas used in light¬
ing the streets and public buildings. These
seem to be the most prominent issues of tbe
canvass. Every gentleman mentioned for
the Council will be kindly requested to fur¬
nish his views on these questions (and on

any other that he may wish); and if given
they will be published, as are those below :

PRESIDENT 0. F. HANSON.
Doctor: Are you in favor of maintaining

tbe public schools in unimpaired efficiency,
and would you vote necessary money there¬
for ?
A. I am in favor of maintaining the public

schools not only "in unimpaired efficien¬
cy," but in greater efficiency than at pre¬
sent; for instance, I would recommend the
establishment of night schools for the in¬
struction of those whose circumstances
will not permit their attendance in the day¬
time. This might be done with slight in¬
crease of expense.

2. How do you stand on the question of
street improvements ? Are you in favor of
paying persons whose property is injured
by changes of established grades.that is to
say, streets where gutters, curbstones, or

pavements have been laid ?
A. In the present depressed condition of

business of all kinds I think that the best
policy would be to keep the present streets
in good order.postponing the opening of
new streets.and regrading old thorough¬
fares, until the revival of manufactures and
commerce. In proper cases just damages
ought to be paid by the city for altering the"
grades.

3. Are you in favor of the present system
of conducting the gas-works, by which, as

pthe public understand, the consumers arc
made to pay the cost of lighting the streets
and public buildings in addition to paying

a considerable profit directly into the city
treasury ?
A. In regard to the gas question, my views

have been already very fully laid before the
public. The gas consumer ought to be fur¬
nished gas at prime cost, and the illumina¬
tion of the streets and public buildings
ought to be paid lilce other public current
expenses.out of the commou treasury.
The private consumers or our sister city,
Baltimore, are at present furnished gas at
§1.50 per 1,000 feet by private companies,
who, of course, make a profit thereby. If
our city works were to furnish gas at cost
tbe price could be reduced to or below that
price. Every consideration of personal
safety, necessity, and comfort demand cheap
gas for the people. In proportion to the
extension of its use the cost would be di¬
minished and all classes of our people would
be benefited thereby.

JOHN* IJELL BIGGER, ESQ.
In answer to ocrtain questions propound¬

ed to me [same as those addressed to Dr.
Manson] as an aspirant for the position of a

member o^tbe City Council from 3Iadison
"Ward, I have to say that the subject-matter
is, I presume, r.t least new in Hie form in
wbicli it is presented.certainly new in its
form of presentation to me. Not having
given these important matters the consider¬
ation they deserve 1 will not hastily
adopt any line of action to govern me,
if elected, which my own individual
opinion might now dictate, but prefer to
ascertain the opinions of those whom I shall
feel proud to have as my constituents, and
when in possession of 'their well-digested
views of the right and "justice of the mat¬
ter, will (if elected), as their representative,
yield obedience to their clearly-expressed
will In the.'premises, or return the trust re¬

posed in me back to the sovereign power.
ROBERT W. OLIVER, ESQ.

In response to same questions :

1. Yes, I am in favor of maintaining the
public schools, for I think that they are one
of the grandest institutions in thisjeountry,
and. if necessary, would vote to appropriate
money to sustain them.

2. I am decidedly in favor of the city pay¬
ing damages to owners of private property
iuj ured by apparent and unnecessry grading
of streets. 1 voted against the grade ordi¬
nance as recently presented before the
Council, deeming it unnecessary for years to
come, and therefore a useless expenditure
of money both to the city and to private in¬
dividuals.
. 3. I am in favor of continuing the present
system of conducting our gas department
>in lighting our streets and public buildings,
feeling that a large number of our citizens in
that way contribute towards our expenses
who would not do so in any other way. I
will add, however, that I am clearly in fa-
for of reducing our expenses for manufac¬
turing gas. A large number of our citizens
rent houses, and do not own property; but in
paving for gas there is a large amount of
revenue obtained in that manner that the

city would be unable to get in any other
way, and very lightly felt by the parties
paying the present r£tes.

JAMES HAYES, ESQ.
In answer to same questions :

1. I am a strong supporter of the public
schools, and am willing at any time to vote
necessary funds fur their maintenance.

2. "Where a street is curbed, guttered, or

paved, and the grade is changed, I am in
favor of paying the property owner for any
damages caused thereby.

3. As to the gas-works, I am in favor of
giving to the consumer gas at what it costs
to manufacture it.

W. W. TIMBERLAKE, ESQ.

In answer to same questions :

1. 1 am in favor of maintaining the public
schools under the present system, and
would vote to appropriate the necessary
money for that purpose; but I am under
the impression that their expenses should
be cut down.

2. I am in favor of improvements. I cer¬

tainly believe that parties whose property
has been injured by street grades ought to
be paid therefor. Portions of Baker and
Duval streets, above St. Peter, have beeu se¬

riously damaged by the recent grade. In
some places the property has been damaged
from 25 to 50 per cent. In relation to pav¬
ing' of sidewalks on the most public thor¬
oughfares, I am in favor of the present sys¬
tem ; but out on the {suburbs of tUp city, I
do not think it necessary at this time to re¬

quire the work to be done.
